This  matter  should  be  discussed  at 
the  next  meeting  and  brought  to  the  attention  of  all  members  by  mail.  Selling  this 
material  is  a  serious  matter.  Under  Section  3  any  interested  person  may  commence  a 
civil  action  for  injunction  relief  and  for  damages  in  any  United  States  District  Court

stode  that  Md.  Peliegdln  owned.  The  coal  company  that  BUNKER  sULPl/  ui-i mNY 
sedved  was  the  DAY  IS- WILSON  COAL  CO.  and  the  mine  was  the  BUNKER  MINE.  The  owned 
o h  the  coal  company,  Md.  R.  M.  Davis,  and  Lewis  Peliegdln  stduggled  thdough  the 
depdesslon  yeads,  wodklng  togethed  to  keep  both  the  mine  opedatlng  and  the  stode 


solvent. 


Dudlng  the  second  wodld  wad  yeads,  DAVIS-WILSGN  COAL  CO.  became  the  lodges t 
Independent  pdoduced  oh  coal  In  West  Vldglnla.  The  company  not  only  owned  the 
BUNKER  MINE  but  also  owned  the  LOUISE  MINE  located  at  Chaplin,  West  Va. 

Although  Md.  R.  M.  Davis  was  not  w n  the  ' l  t~de'  business,  he  used  CHAPLIN 
SUPPLY  COMPANY  to  sedve  his  employees .  (CHAPLIN  SSrrLY  COMPANY  was  owned  by 
.'Id.  Joseph  Angottl) . 

When  DAVIS-WI LSON  COAL  COMPANY  sold  out  to  CONSOLIDATION  COAL  COMPANY,  Md. 
Peliegdln  closed  the  BUNKER  SUPPLY  COMPANY  and  with  Md.  Mike  Gill,  pudehased  the 
EDNA  GAS  COAL  COMPANY  stode  In  Bdady,  West  Va.  Md.  Peliegdln  managed  the  stode 
and  sedved  the  employees  oh  the  JAMISON  COAL  AND  COKE  COMPANY.  (O^lces  wede  loc¬ 
ated  In  Gdeensbudg,  Pa.)
